THE RAYMOND LION 

The Raymond Lions met at the Legion 
Hall at five o'clock on October 20 to 
begin the canvass for funds for the 
Canadian Institute for the Blind. This 
very worthwhile project is responsible 
for training blind people in Alberta to 
become self supporting. They have a 
very efiicient school in Calgary equip- 
ed to do this work. The Lions covered 
the town and reported back to the 
club meeting at seven-thirty the same 
evening. The total collections amount- 
ed to two hundred fourteen dollars. 
This is about twenty-five pereent of 
the amount collected in Blairmore and 
two-thirds as much as we turned over 
last year. 

During the past several years the 
Lions Club in Raymond bas carried 
on several worthwhile projects. They 
sponsored a junior baseball club for 
several years ~~ equipment, suits, 
transportation, portable dug-outs, were 
all supplied as well as coaches and 
management. The labor and nursery 
stock to landscape the local hospital 
was all supplied by the members of 
this club. Considerable assistance was 
given in supplying the modern facil- 
ities at the Opera House, This club 
has had a long range plan to test and 
correct the eye-sight of the public 
school students of Raymond. Each 
child is given at least two examin- 
ations during his school career, and 
as many more as the teachers think 
necessary. They supervise and assist 
in further eye-tests and securing need- 
ed glasses. The club has been actively 
engaged in sponsoring a calf club in 
the town. This activity has been en- 
larged to include all fields of Agri- 
culture, The work is now organized 
by the local sponsors and the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture to corres- 
pond to the 4-H Clubs in United 
States. The local Lions Club is the 
sponsor for the 4-H Clubs in Raymond. 
This club has been engaged in a con- 
tinuous playground project. The orig- 
inal plan calls for a playground in 
each of the four quarters of town. 
Golden Snow was largely responsible 
for securing the site for the first unit 

completed on the space east of the 
swimming pool—go have a look at it 
see if you think it is supplying a ser; 
vice to Raymond Children. The next 
group to supply a site will get the 
next unit in your area, Can you sug- 
gest for the kiddies in your 
part of the community.

SCHOOL LUNCHES 

Children get tired of only sandwiches 
in their lunch. Why not add a mold- 
ed vegetable salad? It will be easy 
to carry and will keep fresh longer 
than tossed salad. Here ts a recipe 
to serve six: 


Molded Vegetable Salad 

1 tablespoon gelatine 
% cup cold water 
1 cup boiling water 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
3 tablespoons mild vinegar 
1 tablespoon sugar 
% teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons grated onion 
1% cups leftover vegetables, diced 
% cup diced celery or grated carrots 

or cabbage 

Soften gelatine jn cold water; add 
boiling water and stir until dissolved; 
add lemon juice, vinegar, sugar, salt 
‘and onion; mix well. Chill until part- 
fally set. Fold in vegetable and celery. 
Unmold on a_ bed of salad greens. 
Serve with French dressing or may- 
onnaise with a little vinegar added. 
Garnish with stuffed olives and pars- 
ley.
